ure. That it is not a success in stop- 
ping drunkenness, which we all want 
to do. That it simply substitutes the 
"speak-easy" and "boot 
legger" 
for 


the saloon. 


That there is nothing in th= local 


option to stop the making of beer and 
whiskey, and that as long 
as 
the 


consumer wants it that there will be 
a mean-5 found to transfer 
it 
from 


the maker to the consumer. 
They 


cite us to examples of cities in our 
own vicinity of like size to our own 
that have tried it and then after try- 
ing it repudiated local option at the 
first opportunity. 
Cambridge 
voted 


it out and at the end of two years 
voted it in. Mt- Vernor. voted it out 
and at the en^ of two years voted 
it in.
